And here are the reeipea for the 
dishes In thla menu with which 
you may not be familiar: 

Fruit Coeklail in Oran^a (or 
Appre) Oa$e§: Cut one banana In 
enbea. and pot It together with 
the drained contents of one No. 2 
can of grapefruit and of one 1- 
ponnd can of allced peaches In 
eight orange cases, having the 
peaches iwlrled around on the top. 
To make. the orarige;:easM,-four 
oranges are required.: Remove all 
the pulp froai'tb«>eaaes, and keep 
them In Ice water nntU needed. 
Hallowed out red or yellow apples 
can be used Instead. After the 
tnilt Is arranged, pour over the 
chilled syrups from the. cans of 
grapefruit and peaches, miied 
with one tablespoon of fresh lime 
Juice and one tablespoon of honey. 
Serves eight. 

Decerstlye and Dstlclous 
Cream of Carrot Soup: Hake, a 
white .aanee of four Ublespoons 
butter, four tablespoons . 06ur. 
three .cup^mllk' and twty.cupeof 
atralned ' ^p^e-made or canned 
chicken broth, preis three cups 
of sliced carrots, or the contents 
of two 8-ounce cans of diced car•^ 
rots, through a sieve, and add 
with their liquor.. Add one-halt 
cup cream, and season to taste 
with salt and pepper. Serve hot 
In cups, and on top of each one 
float a small round cracker on 
which is placed a rosette of 
whipped cream dusted with pa- 
prika. Serves eight.

Soften one teaspoon gela- 
tin in a little cider, and dissolve 
In the hot syrup' Cool, add two 
tablespoons lemon Juice and three 
cupS' elder, and freeze to a stiff 
mush. If frozen In refrlgorator 
trays, stir several times or beat 
with.

7, Chevrolet built 37,699 new cars and 
Unicks In October aa compared with 
69,357 in Septembfir and 1,206 In Oc- 
tober a year ago, M. B. Coyle, gen- 
^ jal manager of the Chevrolet Motor 
» Company announced today. 
' IViIb October was the best since 
1929, and brought production for the 
first ten months of the year to 609,- 
000 units as compared with 394,000 
for all of last year, and 782,000 for 
th'e full year of 1931. Mr. Coyle 
stated. 

He pointed out that tho huge In- 
crease in October over last October 
— being more than thirty times as 
high — was due partly to an earlier 
seasonal plant shut-down laat year 
than thla. but added that production 
In October of 1933 was considerably 
greater than tho combined output 
the months of September, Octob 
' and November of -1932. 

For the six montha ended Octo 
31, this year, output was grea 
than for any comimrable six mon 
since 1929, Mr. Coyle said, a fact 
testing to tho abnormally high' 
mand exlstlnig since ttie spring an 
early summer season. 

Figures cited cover world produc- 
tion of- the company, Mr. Coyle 
added that all but 3,600' un^. of the' 
October- output went to dlllers In 
the United States. uf

Popular opinion 
acclaims the. most- prosperous man 
Uvea In the largest house, the moat 
successful business enterprise' Is 'lo- 
cated In. the mdst ostentatloua build- 
ing. The moat Important city Is the 
one which can bonst of the alse of Its 
parks,, municipal bulldlnga. bonded In- 
debtedness, and the flndnclal security 
of Its bank». The nvern.^i* mnn thinks 
of progress In terms of statistics, and 
success Is measured -by the balance 
sheet at the end of the year.' 

No sane |»eraon would venture the 
suggestion that we return to s condi- 
tion of living prior to the time we 
possessed many of the corafortf of our 
modern age. Nor would any person 
suggest that less money be spent on 
the development of the arts and scl- 
tcnces. Perhaps we need more of such 
^cultural advantages. The permanence 
of our civilization, however, does not 
depend upon these possessions for the 
obvious reason that they all can be 
destroyed In the twinkling of an eye.

In tho county Jail ns Hoon ns tlie ver- 
dict wna roturned. luul Iits bond dou- 
bled to 110,000. Both WlUon nnd 
Pester \\q.\^ boqn rotnlned in jail 
Blnce laat April, having failed to post 
bond. 

The trim was begun lato last 
'Thursday ftfternoon, after the final 
Juror was accepted. The Jurors 
Bworn wore George H. Berghom. 
Lake Zurich; Charles A. Ruhl, Lake 
Bluff; A. U. Hill. Highland Park; Wil- 
liam Pouiton, Diamond Lake; Chaa. 
Delhaye, Highland Park: Thomas 
Enstwood. Lake Forest; George 
Grlswald. WnuUeBon; Percy Cum- 
mlngs; Lake Forest; Walter Sims, 
Wlukegan; Russell Cateron, Dai^ 
rlngton; Thomas Klrchner. Wauke- 
gan; and Edward Short. Waukegan. 
After the adjournment Friday af- 
ternoon, the Jury was dismissed un- 
til Monday morning, while the de- 
fense counsel and State's Attorney 
Charles Mason argued before Judgo 
Dady Saturday morning over the nd- 
mlBslbllity of documents containing 
confessions said to have been made 
by tlie defendants last spring. 

.Judge Dady allowed the admission 
of the confession taken by Paul B. 
Bertram, former state fire marshal, 
but refused to admit confessions 
taken by Mason nnd Deputy Sheriff 
John Froellch. including alleged ad- 
mission to two burgiariefl as well us 
arson. 

Defendants "Don't Remember** 
The three defendants look the 
■witness stand Tuesday and repudiat- 
ed confessions supposed to have been 
made last spring, on the claim that 
they were forced to make them al- 
ihough they knew that they were In- 
nocent. 

Pester told of a drinking party on 
the night of the fire. In which he and 
his companions visited several road- 
houses, but he claimed to have been 
too intoxicated to remember any- 
thing that happened during the early 
morning hours. Four cases of beer 
and three pints of alcohol were con- 
sumed by the four, the defendants 
admitted. 

Hucker nnd Wilson, while admit- 
ting remembering making the trip 
■with Pester, denied entering the 
hotel building. They said that they 
got out of the car on one side, and 
Pester got out on the other and went 
ahead. They started to walk toward 
the place, they claimed, when they 
heard glass break and saw a hurst of 
flames. Tliey ran back to the car 
where they were joined by Pester 
within a few minutes, according to 



their testimony, and Poster said that 
they'd better he getting away from 
there. 

They returned later, however, after 
the Antioch and Lake Villa Hro de- 
partments had arrived, and attempt- 
ed to aid in fighting the fire. 
Call 25 Character Wltnetiei 

More than twenty-five character 
witnesses, many of thoni loading An- 
tioch men, were called to the stand 
to establish the good previous repu- 
tation of the youths. Members of 
the Antioch Hro department wore 
called by the slote to testify that 
Pester and his companions were 
among the first to appear nt this fire, 
which aroused their suspicions as 
Pester hod been among tho first to 
arrive at several other fires. 

In nil. 135 witnesses testified at 
the trial. , 

Oeo*iib Field, In. his closing argu- 
ment for hfe client Hucker, argued 
that he should not be found guilty 
because of certain legal aspects of 
the case concerning the alleged con- 
fessions. Attorney Snyder pleaded 
for Wilson on the grounds of his past 
good record and the ninny witnesses 
testifying to his good reputation bo- 
fore becoming Involved In the arson 
case. Attorney McHenry asked the 
Jury to be lenient to Pester because 
he was too Intoxicated to know what 
he was doing. 

All arguments were refuted by 
State's Attorney Mason, who Insisted 
that the three should be found guilty. 
The jur>* retired at 4:30 and shortly 
after 6 o'clock returned an unani- 
mous verdict of guilty.
